New Senator Disputes

WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP)— 
Senator Dulles (Rep.), New York, 
today called the Administration’s 
proposed $1,130,000,000 program to 
rearm western Europe “too big.” 

Sworn in yesterday as succes- 
sor to Democratic Senator Robert 
F. Wagner, Dulles told reporters 
he intends to speak next week in 
behalf of the North Atlantic 
Treaty, which he helped draft. He 
said he also will support the pro- 
posal, expetted to be sent to Con- 
gress as soon as the Senate com- 
pletes action on the treaty next 
week, to help pact signers rebuild 
military defenses. 

Dulles said, however, he doesn’t 
now believe that any $1,130,000,000 
outlay, proposed for the first year, 
ought to be involved. 
he effect of the program is 
largely psychological,” he said. 
“We cannot build up armies in 
Europe in less than five years 
that would stop a determined ag- 
gressor. But we need to help 
strengthen some defenses in 
strategic places.” 

Final Decision Reserved. 

Dulles said that Secretary of 
State Dean Acheson had agreed 
to furnish a breakdown on the 
proposed operations of the arms 
program. He added that he would 
reserve his find] decision on the 
amount involved until after he has 
studied this report. 

Dulles also disputed the conten- 
tion of Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
that the pact and the arms pro- 
gram are so linked that a vote for 
ratification of the treaty commits 
a Senator to support the military 


' proposal. Taft told reporters he 


may vote against the pact for that 
reason, although he said he had 
not finally made up his mind.

Dulles said in an interview, how- 
ever, that he regards the treaty 
and the military proposal as “en- 
tirely separate.” 

“We can do either without the 
other,” he said.

Judge Kaufman 
said the trial record “speaks 
for itself.” 

2. The judge disclosed that 
during the trial an inquiry was 
made into a report that jury 
foreman Hubert Edgar James 
was sympathetic to Hiss. A 
transcript of the trial disclosed 
that a lengthy discussion was 
held in Judge Kaufman’s cham- 
bers as to whether James 
should be replaced with an al- 
ternate juror. Neither the pros- 
ecution nor defense moved for 
disqualification of James, so he 
stayed on the jury to the end. 
James declined last night to 
talk about the report. 

Failure of the jury to reach a 
verdict left still in doubt the role 
—if any—that Hiss had played in 
an alleged prewar betrayal of his 
country.

Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
was ordered today to impound 
funds to cover the increases in 
Missouri rates it has been collect- 
ing since last Feb. 1 in its first- 
round rate case. The order was 
made by Circuit Judge Sam C. 
Blair in the appeal from the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission’s 
allowance of an annual increase 

of $3,400,000. 

Impoundment of $1,800,000 ini- 
tially was directed by the court, 
with the further provision that 
the sum be increased by $300,000 
a month until the litigation is 
finally cleared. 

Purpose of the impoundment is 
to assure refunds in event the 
rate increases should be knocked 
out in the eventual decision of 
the Supreme Court of Missouri. 

Judge Blair also required the 
telephone concern to post a 
$3,500,000 appeal bond, in connec- 
tion with the impending appeal 
from his court to the Supreme 
Court by the company: Judge 
Blair had knocked out the rate 
increase, in a decision last May.

SLIGHT DROP IN JOBLESS PAY 
CLAIMS IN WEEK BUT TOTAL

WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP) 


HE total number of claims 

for unemployment insur- 

ance declined slightly last 
week but there was an increase 
of 18,796 in so-called initial 
claims, indicating new unem- 
ployment. 

There were 338,212 initial 
claims filed duri the week, 
compared with 319,416 in the 
previous week, reported Robert 
C. Goodwin, director of the Bu- 
reau of Employment Security. 
Continued claims, representing 
persons who have been unem- 
ployed at least one full week, 
fell off from 2,104,538 to 2,053,- 
942. One year before, contin- 
ued claims numbered 1,000,411. 

Goodwin listed some of the 
factors contributing to the in- 
crease in initial claims as: Va- 
cation shutdowns, and layoffs 
in mining, textiles, furniture, 
primary metals, glassware, 
shirt manufacturing, electrical 
machinery, transportation 
equipment, food processing and 
other industries. In cases of 
vacation shutdowns, de ex- 
plained, claims are filed by per- 
sons not eligible for vacation 
pay to cover the time lost.

The court 
said the only reason it did not 
grant a prosecution plea for a 
death sentence was a decline of 
the “abominable reactions to the 
Mindszenty case” and the fact that 
the “Catholic martyrs have calmed 
down.” 

Therefore, and only for that 
reason was the life sentence ap- 
proved rather than being stepped 
up to the extreme penalty, the 
council said. 

Sentences of Three Cut. 

The court also approved the 
sentences of three of the cardi- 
nal’s co-defendants, and reduced 
the prison terms given three oth- 
ers. . 
Cardinal Mindszenty was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment by a 
people's court Feb. 8. He was 
convicted of treason, seeking to 
overthrow the Communist Gov- 
ernment, and illegal trading in 
dollars. 

The cardinal appealed to the 
high court to reduce the sentence. 
The state asked that sentence be 
changed to death by hanging.

lic Service Commission is not ex- 


pected for at least several weeks, 
or possibly two or three months. 

The case was taken under sub- 
mission by the commission yester- 
day, at the end of a six-day hear- 
ing, but indications are that the 
pressure of other work will pre- 
vent the commission from acting 
on it soon. Briefs and arguments 
of counsel were waived. 

As a final attack on the city’s 
“Plus Five“ fare plan, offered as 
an alternative to the proposal ad- 
vanced by the company, rebuttal 
testimony for the transit concern 
at the close of the hearing assert- 
ed the city scheme would yield far 
less revenue than the city main- 
tained. The company indicated it 
might even lose revenue under this 
plan. 

Varying Ideas of Yield. 

In terms of additional annual 
gross revenue, the varying ideas of 
yield were as follows: 

Company’s increased fare 
schedule, as estimated by it— 
$3,100,000 to $3,800,000. 

City’s Plus Five plan, as fig- 
ured by city—$2,345,000. This is 
based on 25 rides on a weekly 
permit or pass as proposed by 
the city, with increased volume 
of passengers. 

City plan, as estimated by 
company, on 16 rides to a per- 
mit and no material increase in 
volume of riders—$220,000. 

City plan, as calculated by the 
company witness fer reporters 
on basis of 25 rides to a per- 
mit and no material change in 
volume — loss in revenue of 


$550,000. 
Pass Is a Big Point. 

One of the big points in the 
case is the extent of riding on a 
pass. There is no accurate record 
of this. Questions by the com- 
mission’s chief rate expert, Roy 
F. Reed, indicated doubts whether 
the city’s plan would attract as 
many riders as the city claimed. 
For some time the city’s mill tax 
was based on the assumption of 
25 rides a pass, by agreement.

e cae ‘Company, to 
concede that the company, in the 
previous fare case this year, had 
figured 20 rides to a pass. How- 
ever, Moss, who gave the testi- 
mony concerning estimates on the 
city plan, said that figure did not 
apply to the permit type of pass 
contemplated by the city. 

The company wants to increase 
the cash fare from 10 to 13 cents 
(two tokens for 25 cents); start 
a zone system with 5 cents extra 
fare for rides into the suburbs; 
provide a middle-of-the-weekday 
20-cent round trip, and use more 
15-cent express busses. The city 
wants to hold the cash fare at 10 
cents; proposes a 75-cent weekly 
permit with a charge of 5 cents 
for each ride taken, and extend 
the student pass to college stu- 
dents, and is non-cogimittal on 
the zone idea. 

Other Cities Cited. 

In company rebuttal, John F. 
Curtin, a Philadelphia transit en- 
gineer, presented a list of the 19 
cities which, he said, Kad tried 
a permit system comparable to 
the city’s proposal, starting with 
Joliet, III., in 1921. All of these 
discarded the plan except Austin 
and Fort Worth, Tex., he con- 
tinued, and only 6% ami f per 
cent, respectively, of the riders 
in those cities use the permits. 
He asserted that the Austin com- 
pany desired to drop the scheme 
as a “nuisance.” 

Under eross- examination by 
City Counselor James E. Crowe, 
Curtin argued that the circum- 
stances of the permit plan in all 
the other cities offered a greater 
inducement to riders than the St. 
Louis city proposal. 

George E. Owen, an expert em- 
ployed by the city for this case, 
who formerly held the transit 
company’s position now held by 
Moss, was confronted by company 
counsel with a 1933 report. of the 
American Transit Association’s 
committee. on fare structures. 
Owen, then with the St. Louis 
utility, was chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

Says He Changed His Mind. 

The permit type of pass, the 
committee declared, has “very lit- 
tle sales appeal and cannot be 
looked on as a producer of rev- 
enue.”

Will Get Chance to See Grandchildren He

Astonishing,’ Optometrist Says. 


HOPKINTON, Mass., July 9 
(UP)—Edward R. Ray of Hopkin- 
ton believed in miracles today. 
After 18 years of darkness, the 
63-year-old masseur could see 


Ray. revealed that his veil of 
blindness unexpectedly lifted 
Wednesday night, but that he 
didn’t tell the world at first be- 
cause he wanted to be sure the 
return of his vision wasn’t just a 
cruel freak.” 


Ray said he was walking into 
the kitchen of his home from a 
hall “when suddenly everything 
became bright.” His wife, Anna, 
and his brother-in-law, Joseph 
Deegan, were in the room. 

“My God,” he shouted, “I can 
see. I can see.” 

“My wife looked at me as if I 
were crazy,” he said. He con- 
vinced them by walking into the 
kitchen and reading headlines 
from a newspaper, 

Ray planned to leave today for 
Brant Rock where his daughter 
and grandchildren are vacation- 
ing. 

“I’ve been told that my daugh- 
ter is very beautiful, and I’ve been 


stumbling over my grandchildren 
since they were born,” he said. 
“Now I'll get a chance to see 
them.” 

His daughter, Mrs. John Rotch- 
ford, was only a child when Ray 
lost his sight. His grandchildren 
are her daughter, Joan, 6, and her 
son, Edward, 3. 

When he was only 9 years old, 
a stick hit Ray’s right eye and 
eventually cost him its sight. The 
other eye weakened over a period 
of 35 years and he finally was to- 
tally blind in 1931. 

Edwin T. Olson of Worcester, 
Ray’s optometrist, described the 
event as “a most astonishing 
thing.” He said he had examined 
Ray frequently in the past eight 
years, but that there seemed 
“nothing to be done to help him.” 

“The only 3 I can advance,” 
he said, “is that the process of ab- 
sorption which brought on the 
blindness has reversed itself. The 
reverse process, like that which 
brought on the blindness, would go 
on for a long time and suddenly 


without warning.” 
“It’s a miracle,” Ray said, “a 
miracle.” .

NEW NEA, BOARD 
VOTES TO MEET I 
ST. LOUIS IN 1950 


Reaffirms Choice of Out- 
going Group Despite 
Protests Over ‘Jim 
Crow’ City. 


BOSTON, July 9 (AP)—The new 
board of directors of the National 
Education Association chose St. 
Louis as the 1950 convention city 
today after an all-night meeting. 

In reaffirming the decision of 
the old board of directors, the new 


group said St. Louis was chosen 
“with the understanding every ef- 
fort will be made to provide satis- 
factory arrangements for all dele- 
gates.” 

Delegates to the week-long an- 
nual convention had left the mat- 
ter of the 1950 convention site up 
to the new board. The action fol- 
lowed ‘a heated debate on the floor 
with opponents describing St. 
Louis as a “jim crow” city despite 
promises that all delegates—white 
and Negro — would be treated 
alike. 

The N.E.A. slammed the gates 
yesterday against Communists in 
the teaching profession. 

The convention reaffirmed its 
opposition to Communists by 
adopting a resolution designed to 
bar them as teachers in the na- 
tion's schools and from N. E. A. 
membership. It re served for loyal 
teachers, however, the right to 
“think for themselves.“ The ac- 
tion was taken at the convention’s 
closing session. 

The vote on the Communist bar 
was about 2995 to 5. It was taken 
over the warning of one delegate 
that the convention was setting up 
a “blacklist” which would “un- 
dermine” its dignity. 

The Communist issue was the 
hottest of the convention attended 
by 3000 delegates representing 
825,000 teachers. 

Proposed loyalty oaths for teach- 
ers drew strong opposition from 
the department of classroom teach- 
ers. They said such an oath, ap- 
plying only to teachers, would be 
discriminatory. The N.E.A. re- 
ported that loyalty oaths for teach- 
ers are now required in 25 states

O’TOOLE SIDESTEPS

Carefully avoiding any decision 
on the controversial subject of 
whether tavern patrons become 
more noisy when they are per- 
mitted to dance, Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare John J. O’Toole yes- 
terday issued a permit to Paul 
Craig to conduct a dance hall in 
connection with Paul & Pat's 
Tavern, 4488 Clayton avenue. 

The controversy was the subject 
of a public hearing Thursday be- 
fore Assistant City Counselor 
Frank A. Neun, who was selected 
by O’Toole to hear testimony in 
the case. Twenty neighbors ap- 
peared in favor of issuance of the 
permit and 12 appeared against 
it. The latter said the noise from 
patrons leaving the tavern had 
increased greatly since dancing 
had been permitted temporarily. 

Pointing out that the building 

had been inspected at his request

Elliot W. Major Dies; Governor 
Of Missouri From 1913 to 1917 


Served as State Senator 
and Attorney General 
— Quit Active Law 
Practice 4 Years Ago. 


— 


Elliott W. Major, Governor of 
Missouri from 1913 to 1917, died 
early today at St. Joseph’s Hill 
Infirmary, St. Louis county, of 
heart disease, which members of 
his family’ said was aggravated by 
the recent hot weather. He was 
84 years old and retired from ac- 


tive law practice four years ago. 

Before becoming Governor, Mr. 
Major served as Attorney General 
and as a State Senator. Born in 
Lincoln county, he studied law in 
the office of the late Champ Clark, 
later Speaker of the national 
House of Representatives, at 
Bowling Green, in Pike county. 
In the State Senate, at the 1897 
and 1899 sessions, he built a wide 
acquaintance, which he used in 
1908 to get the Democratic nomi- 
nation for Attorney General. 

Ags attorney general, Mr. Major 
won prosecutions brought under 
the state antitrust statutes against 
the Standard Oil Co. and the Re- 
public Oil Co. He defended the 
then new initiative and referen- 
dum provisions of the -Missouri 
Constitution, which were upheld 
by the United States Supreme 
Court. In his candidacy for his 
party’s nomination for governor, 
in 1912, Attorney General Major 
defeated four opponents, the 
strongest of whom was William 8. 
Cowherd, who had been the Demo- 
cratic nominee against Gov. Her- 
bert S. Hadley in 1908. 

Accomplishments in His Term. 

During the Major administra- 
tion, the laws establishing the 
State Public Service Commission 
were enacted and the State High- 
way Department was created. The

2 guiding principle even then. 


A decade earlier President Roosevelt had 
noted caustically that “we have spent large 
sums of money on parks, on highways, on’ 
bridges, on museums and on other projects. 
But we have not yet begun adequately to spend 
money in order to help the families in the over- 
crowded sections of our cities to live as Ameri- 
can citizens have a right to live.” 

So the new housing bill was called a bad com- 
promise. It is true that Mr. Truman got author- 
ity to erect 810,000 public housing units, when 
he asked for more than a million. What has 
been overlooked entirely is that the defunct 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill, once fought over 
with such fury, did not offer nearly as much. 
It provided only a half-million housing units, 
and about one third as much federal assistance 
for slum clearance, as the new act. 

It was just as easy to label the housing bill a 
purely “political” matter. But without Senator 
Taft’s forthright support, the bill might never 
have been passed. No worthy issue is without 
some political attachment. Though Democrats 
led the struggle, to-Taft, Donnell, Ives, Morse, 
Tobey, Bridges and other Republicans who put 
the nation’s principal domestic need above parti- 
sanship and incurred the slurs of some of their 
own party, the nation is particularly grateful. 

After all the temporary defeats along the way, 
the ‘housing victory was certainly no easy one. It 
proved that President Truman’s legislative lead- 
ership has improved to a point where he can 
hope for further success, though this may de- 
pend again on bipartisan support. 

Perhaps the housing bill will help end an in- 
terim in which false slogans and pointless slan- 
ders were allowed to oppose needed action. With 
its frequent cry of Socialism, heard still on 
many another issue, the real estate lobby only 
meant that good housing belongs to those who 
can pay for it. The ill-housed third of the na- 
tion was regarded by the realty crowd much as 
the Book of Job looks upon the wicked: “They 
are wet with the showers of mountains, and em- 
brace the rock for want of shelter.” 

Perhaps, also, the housing act ‘will return us 
to the philosophy of government which was wel- 
comed in 1932, and which recognized that demo- 
cratic people need some assurance of security if 
their democracy is to be secure. It is the fear 
and poverty of the world that draws dissatisfac- 
tion and dictatorship, and the men in Moscow 


„now that, if some in Washington do not. 


For a while it seemed that the trend of action 
and thought undertaken by Franklin D. Roose- 
velt had been interrupted, partially by war and 
partially by the reaction to it. In the Housing 
Act of 1949—the concession of Congress that de- 
cent citizens need decent homes—we have re- 


turned to a great hope. 
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One Judgment Factor 

When it comes to picking unfortunate illus- 
trations for economic trends, the accolade 
should go to Guido Moss, research expert of the 
Public Service Co. Attempting to defend the 
company’s request for 5-cent additional zonal 
fares in the suburbs, Moss said the company de- 
cided the average passenger would walk a 
quarter-mile to avoid paying the extra nickel. 
This estimate he called a “judgment factor.” 

We do not know exactly how far the Average 
Citizen would ‘walk to elude a 5-cent fare, or 
how much farther he would walk to avoid pay- 
ing a 13-cent fare, which the company also 
seeks. Those factors would take a lot of judg- 
ment. What's involved is the difference between 
a man’s resentment and the state of his feet. 

But since the company complains of declining 
traffic and falling revenue, the obvious facts of 
the case are that walking may be good for the 
health, but not for the health of a transit sys- 
tem.

When the Mayor scolded representatives of 
the city, the National Park Service and the Jef- 
ferson National Expansion Memorial Association,

the Terminal alone which is responsible for 
those eyesore tracks. 

It has no legal right to have them on the 
levee, They are there at the sufferance of an 
over-patient community. The Terminal long ago 
could have been ordered off the site as a tres- 
passer. Maybe it should have been. 

This “kid-glove bandit” has been the chief 
single obstacle to the development of the river- 
front park. And the Mayor was simply playing 
into its hands when he suggested that St. Louis 
might give up its most ambitious beautification 
project just because the Terminal is persisting 
in its stubbornness. He was turning his back 
on the splendid civic spirit which cleared the 
area and which brought into being the plan for 
its development. 

The Mayor’s explosion did have the effect of 
winning tentative approval of all but the Na- 
tional Park Service for the Terminal’s latest 
compromise on the tracks, a tunnel surmounted 
by an observation platform, This might or might 
not be an acceptable solution. 

If the riverfront area is graded up to the top 
of the tunnel on the west, if architecturally sat- 
isfactory stairs to the levee are provided, and 
if the tunnel is covered for the entire length of 
the park area somewhat in the fashion of New 
York’s Park Avenue, the scheme might be the 
practical equivalent of removing the tracks. But 
if the Terminal hedges, it must be reminded 
that its only alternative is to get off the levee 
altogether. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Darst had better straighten 
himself out on the history of the riverfront pro- 
ject lest, in another pique, he again threaten to 
undo the effort of years. He also had better 
straighten himself out on who needs scolding.

A Jury Disagrees 

Alger Hiss’ many days in court have ended 
in a hung jury. Though Federal Judge Kauf- 
man sent the jurors back twice after they had 
gone into deadlock, still they were not able to 
agree. When this persisted for nearly 30 hours, 
the court had no alternative but to accept the 
disagreement as something which could not be 
reconciled. | 

The Government thus far has failed in its ef- 
fort to prove the former State Department of- 
ficial guilty of perjury in the denial of Commu- 
nist spy charges. Thus ‘far the Harvard grad- 
uate, who once served Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes as law clerk, has failed to win his clear 
vindication by acquittal. While the jurors divided 
eight for conviction to four for acquittal, still 
the fact remains that there is no verdict. The 
answer to the big question of guilt or innocence 
must await a new trial. 

Since the division originally was four, to four 
with four in doubt, it is clear that the doubtful 
four decided to accept the prosecution testi- 
mony of Whittaker Chambers not withstanding 
his own many admissions of perjury. Four jur- 
ors apparently could not bring themselves to 
trust a confessed if not confirmed liar. 

The jury’s dilemma has been the country’s 
dilemma as it has followed this distressing case. 
Since Attorney General Clark says there will 
be a new trial as soon as the docket will per- 
mit, the issue remains wide open. It still is

If a statewide probe of slot machines is 
launched, it’s a safe bet that their opera- 
tion in public places won't be the only 
thing scrutinized. The Attorney. General’s 


staff will be interested in the immunity of 
innumerable so-called private clubs, many 
obtaining most of their profits or overhead 
from slots. 

One service men’s club in Denver, where 
anyone can gain admittance without being 
questioned, is said to be netting from $5000 
to $10,000 weekly from slot machines. 

At some of the places, the customer 
seems to get a fair shake for his invest- 
ment, but others, operating “house wheels” 
in slots that pay off once in a blue moon, 
give the suckers nothing but arm exercise. 


Under Colorado law, the Attorney Gen- 
eral can’t intrude on local gambling en- 
forcement unless ordered to do so by the 
Governor. However, Metzger is keenly in- 
terested in a procedure just adopted by 
Ivan Biliott, Attorney General for Illinois. 

Elliott obtained a list of all slot ma- 
chines which pay the Federal Government 
a $100 fee each. He couldn't and didn't 
order those operating slots in conjunction 
with their liquor business to remove the 
machines. He simply held up renewal of 
their liquor licenses, saying they couldn't 
have the machines and sell liquor at. the 
same time. . 


The state is sore about the slot machine 


situation because it doesn’t obtain a dime 


of revenue from a very profitable business 
enterprise drawing more and more patrons 
and never legalized.

The Sentimental Age 


THE TESTAMENT OF WEATHER IN POETRY AND 

RAMA, by Stuart Pratt Atkins. (Harvard University 

Press, 5058.

To see “The Sorrows of Young Werther” 
in proper perspective is to understand ful- 
ly the Sentimental Age and the literature 
it produced in Germany, England and 
France, This is the task to which Mr. 
Atkins has set himself in his scholarly 
work, “The Testament of Werther in Poetry 
and Drama.” 


His book is as much a study of literary 
fashion and social philosophy in different 
cultural periods and in different countries 
as it is a study of an influential book that 
still stands as a landmark of the romantic 
imagination in world literature. 


Goethe published Werther“ in 1774. 
Within a decade his book had been praised, 
condemned, paradied and imitated, his hero 
had become a symbol, and Wertherism a 
cult of feeling and manners. In English 
literature Werther was an English hero, 
the man of feeling disappointed in love. 
(It remained for the Byronic hero to 
express later that spirit of revolt and 
social criticism which discerning German 
readers found in Goethe’s novel.) To 
French writers and readers Werther be- 
came the quintessence of an individual 
romanticism which has gone in and out 
of fashion as a source of sensibility and 
literary association. In Germany the book 
spearheaded a generation’s revolt against 
material restriction and formalism, a spirit 
which produced the Storm-and-Stress peri- 
od in German literature. - 


Viewed as a sentimental tale, as social 
protest, or as an immora} work, the book 
has created and shaped a literary tradition 
in poetry, drama and the novel, in a wide 
range and variety from the Eighteenth- 
Century sentimentalists to the social philos 
ophy of Thomas Mann. Especially interest- 
ing are Mr, Atkins’ discussions of Werther 
as symbol and the uses of the Werther 
theme in European drama. Published as 
one of the Harvard Studies in Compara- 
tive Literature and intended primarily for 
scholars, the book has wider ap be- 
cause of the light it throw upon literary 
influences and public taste.

AS SYMPHONY SOLOIST 


St. Louis Tenor Enthusiasti- 
cally Received—Premiere 
of Nordoff Composition. 


By HARRY WILENSKY 


A program devoted to contem- 
porary works was presented by 
the Little Symphony ‘Orchestra in 
Washington University Quadran- 
gle last night under the direction 
of Stanley Chapple. The varied 
offerings, ranging from recitative 
to rumba, included something to 
suit virtually every taste. 

The soloist was Carl Zytowski, 
young St. Louis tenor who was 
heard with the orehestra a year 
ago. He sang the “Dies Natalis” 
cycle by the English composer 
Gerald Finzi. This composition, 
based on the poetry of Thomas 
Traherne, constitutes an exacting 
test both for vocalist and strings, 
its melodic passages being fre- 
quently overwhelmed by elaborate 
orchestration. 

Mr. Zytowski and the orchestra 
gave the work a sensitive reading 
emphasized tone texture 
without permitting sonorities to 


get out of hand. The tessitura 


was high, and this suited the solo- 
ist, whose voice is at its best in 
the upper register. Top notes 
were achieved effortlessly and 
without breaking the vocal line, 
and the over-all effect was one of 
warmth and feeling overcoming 
the composer’s tendency to in- 
dulge in formless abstraction. 

The work was enthusiastically 
received, and Mr. Zytowski sang 
two English folk songs for en- 
cores. 

Paul Nordoff, who won a Pulit- 
zer Prize in 1940 with his Quintet 
for Piano and Strings, some time 
ago was commissioned to do a 
composition for the St. Louis Lit- 
tle Symphony. He responded with 
a provocative piece of abstract 
writing which was given its pre- 
miere last night. : 

“Landscape with Figures,” five 
variations on an original theme, 
is marked by melodic writing and 
subtle embellishment. The theme 
is pastoral, appropriately suggest- 
ing a sylvan setting. The flute 
and clarinet were given an oppor- 
tunity for nice solo work, with 
the strings providing a lyric ac- 
companiment. The composition 
works up to a symphonic climax, 
after which the flute -takes over 
and the reasserted theme fades 
into a wistful ending.

Money Paid to Reds.

Earlier, she disclosed that police 
had informed her she could obtain 
Olive’s release if she would come 
to a police station with a “sum 
of money.” She said she was told 
how much to bring but she would 
not disclose the amount. 

Mrs. Olive is the former Mar- 
garet Gordon of Jamestown, N. D. 
She was with her husband during 
the conference with Cabot after 
his release. 

Cabot issued this statement: 

“T have instructed Olive for his 
own protection to make no public 
statement regarding his case.” 

Olive Seems Afraid. 

It was learned that Olive ap- 
peared still to be in great fear and 
did not want to discuss the matter 
after reporting to Cabot. 

Despite the closely guarded case, 
a few unconfirmed details became 
known: 

It appeared that a United States 
State Department protest yester- 
day had some effect. The attitude 
of the Communist police appeared 
to have undergone a sudden 
change during the last 24 hours. 

It was learned that seven 
charges placed against Olive were 
reduced to four: Traffic violation, 
refusing to give his name, beating 
police, and destroying public prop- 
erty. 

Another report, also indicating 
the protest had an effect, was 
that his punishment had been 
fixed at three days in jail. He 
had been in jail almost three days 
when he was released. 


$6,641,604 SPENT IN STATE 
ON HOSPITALS IS APPROVED 


Expenditure of $6,641,604 for 
construction of new hospitals and 
hospital additions in Missouri in 
the fiscal year ending last June 30 
has been approved by the Gover- 
nor’s Hospital Advisory Council, 
it was announced yesterday by 
Ray F. McCarthy, chairman, who 
presided at a meeting of the coun- 
cil at Hotel Statler. 

One third of the funds was pro- 
vided by the Federal Government 
under terms of the Hill-Burton 
Act, which authorizes grants in 
aid for such projects. Local com- 
munities pay two thirds of the 
cost. 

Projects for which contracts 
have been let include two health 
centers in St. Louis, one to be at 
Kingshighway and Aldine avenue 
and the other at Thirteenth and 
Wyoming streets. Other projects 
are a health center at Poplar Bluff 
and hospital facilities at Kansas 
City, Rolla, Perryville, Kennett, 
Hayti, Nevada and Kirksville.

As this largest of annual money 
bills passed the House, it carried

dent Truman had earmarked last 
January for universal military 
training. 

Truman Against Transfer. 

Senator Tydings (Dem.), Mary- 
land, told reporters after a talk 
with Truman yesterday that the 
President opposed this transfer of 
funds. 

Congress has taken no action to 
carry out Truman’s request for 
the training program and Tydings 
said the President, still strong for 
U.M.T., “does not think this $800,- 
000,000 should be used for some- 
thing else, and should be saved.” 

Tydings indicated another $128,- 
000,000 in defense spending could 
be cut from the presidential 
budget because it carried $400,000,- 
000 for a pay rise for the armed 
services. 

Tydings said a pay rise bill, 
passed by the House and now be- 
fore the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, would cost $272,000,000 
this fiscal year. 

Billion Slash Forecast. 
Thomas told a reporter that he 
expects his subcommittee to whack 
well over a billion dollars and 
probably $1,500,000,000 from the 
House figure. 

Thomas already has asked Air 
Force officials to bring in amend- 
ments that would cut their funds 
back to a 48group Air Force for 
the next year. The House pro- 
vided funds for 58 air groups. 

The economy knife also is 
aimed at “nearly one billion dol- 
lars for stockpiling,” Thomas said. 

House Approves Pay Rises. 

The House yesterday approved 
$10,000-a-year pay raises for the 
Cabinet and increases for 236 
other high officials. A parlia- 
mentary objection killed an effort 
to increase congressional salaries, 
too. 

The House gave special treat- 
ment to Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation Director J. Edgar 
Hoover. He would get a $3500 
raise if the Senate strings along 
with the pay bill. The House 
passed the measure by a voice 
vote. 

Truman: has been plugging for 
the increases. He has said it is 
hard to get and keep good men 
at present salary scales. 

For the Cabinet, the raise from 
$15,000 to $25,000 a year would be 
the first since 1925—24 years. Un- 
der secretaries in the “Little Cab- 
inet” would go up to the $20,000’ 
class, from $10,000 and $12,000. 

Hoover makes $14,000 now. He 
would get $17,500. The House 
Civil Service Committee had 


recommended a raise of $1000— 
to $15,000 a year. 

The House Agriculture Commit- 
tee said yesterday that Secretary 
of Agriculture Brannan would be 
legally “fancy-free” to wreck the 
nation’s farm economy if the de- 
layed-action Aiken Farm Price 
Act is allowed to take effect next 
year. 

The committee added quickly it 
did not intend to suggest that 
Brannan would do so. It asked, 
however: “Who knows how long 
he wishes to serve as Secretary of 
Agriculture or who his successor 
will be?” 

The committee offered its views 
in a formal report recommending 
passage of the Pace crop-pricing 
bill, less than 24 hours after the 
Senate Agriculture Committee had 
reached a tentative agreement 
with Brannan on a much different 
measure. 

The aim in both houses was the 
sSame—to help the farmer hold his 
price lines in an uncertain market. 
The ways they proposed to accom- 
plish it were far apart. 

The House and Senate plans 
contain some elements of the Ad- 
ministration farm program ad- 
vanced by Brannan himself this 
spring. : 

Differences in Bills. 

The House bill, however, would 
repeal the Aiken law before it has 
a chance to go into effect next 
Jan. 1.

WASHINGTON, July 9. 

SHRINER himself, President 
A Truman says there is no poli- 

tics in his trip to Chicago 
July 19 to address the national 
assembly of the Shrine. However, 
his majority leader, Senator Scott 
Lucas, will be glad to have him 
make as many trips as possible to 
that pivotal state—whatever the 
stated purpose—because it is ap- 
parent the Senator will need help 
next year. 

An attractive and articulate 
former Congressman, Everett M. 
Dirksen, is already on the hus- 
tings as an avowed eandidate for 
the Republican nomination 
against Lucas. Like Lucas, Dirk- 
sen is a down-stater. Like Lucas, 
too, he pursued—during a success- 
ful House career lasting 16 years 
—a far more liberal-international- 
ist course than most Illinois Re- 
publicans. This will make it dif- 
ficult to detach from him the 
kind of independent and liberal 
Republican support that Senator 
Paul Douglas was able to take 
away from the Chicago Tribune 
Senator, Wayland Brooks, last 
year. 

Illinois Reports. 


The Republican Senate cam- 
paign committee is gloating over 
reports from Illinois. They do not 
expect the Tribune to indorse 
Dirksen because of his interna- 
tionalist record, and they call 
that good, too. Senator Lucas, 
they point out, seems to be going 
home oftener and oftener since 
Dirksen got busy. 

A victory for Senator Taft in 
Ohio next year plus defeat for the 
Democratic Leader would really 
put zip into the Republican-south- 
ern Democrat coalition. It would 
probably doom the Fair Deal. Dem- 
ocrats say another probable result 
would be that President Truman 
would again feel obliged to justify 
himself by running again. This 
is not said with what one could 
call infectious entnusiasm. 

Even more confidently, Repub- 
licans are also aiming at the Dem- 
ocratic whip, Senator Francis J. 
Myers of Pennsylvania—a compe- 
tent, young New Dealer who rode 
in on Roosevelt’s coattails in 1944. 
Gov. James Duff is expected to 
be the Republican nominee, and 
truly formidable. 


Stassen’s Activity. 


Special interest attaches to 
Pennsylvania in 1950 because it 
is the scene of what is described 
as Harold Stassen’s unremitting 
efforts to make a deal with Duff 
that will put his friend, Jay 
Cooke, into the governorship. The 
stake there of course is the Penn- 
sylvania delegation to the 1952 
convention. Stassen is now presi- 
dent of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, a post located—like the 
presidency of Columbia—among 
the seats of the mighty. 

Pennsylvania Republicans in 
Washington report that Stassen’s 
Maneuvers and constant speech- 
making became a matter of so 
much comment that university 
trustees have admonished him to 
pipe down. But they expect him 
to continue his private efforts to 
arrange the state situation to his 
advantage. 

Observers of Stassen’s presiden- 
tial determinations—they are too 
intense to admit of the usual de- 
scription, aspirations—are sur- 
prised by none of this. Stassen 
once was described as bent on or- 
ganizing his way into the presi- 
dency and apparently it has de- 
come a habit. It is understood 
that while he has lost ground in 
his native Minnesota, he reta:ns 
his hold on the eastern interests 
that got him into the Ivy League.

Two thousand truck drivers 


rom the big Smithfield market, 


through which funnel most of 
London’s meat supplies, refused to 
handle any meat unloaded by 


troops from ships. 


Tug workers also threatened to 


strike today, a move which would 


complete the paralysis of the port. 
Four hundred stewards of the 
Watermen, Lightermen, Tugmen 
and Bargemen’s Union voted last 
night to walk out in support of 
the dock workers. However, it 
it was an unofficial meeting and 
it was not known whether the 
rank and file would walk out. 
Troops on Job Increased. 

The government poured more sol- 

diers and sailors into the docks 
today and they began unloading 
14 of the 105 strikebound ships, 
concentrating. on food cargoes. 
Nearly 2000 soldiers and sailors 
were at work. 
The unofficial “lockout commit- 
tee” of the Stevedores’ Union 
called a mass meeting of dock 
workers for Monday morning to 
discuss what to do about the gov- 
ernment’s threat to have King 
George proclaim a state of emer- 
gency. The government warned 
that it would act if the strike 
did not end by Monday. 

Under a state of emergency, the 
Government could issue decrees to 
outlaw strike agitation, seize con- 
trol of the ports and arrest per- 
sons without warrants to main- 
tain order. 

The 10,000 striking stevedores 
have offered to work all but 
Canadian ships whose crews are 
on strike. Employers insist, how- 
ever, that the men must work all 
ships or none. For this reason, 
the strikers refer to the dispute 
as a lockout. The stoppage stems 
from a dispute between two Cana- 
dian seamen’s unions. 

The one bright spot was a vote 
by 1000 strikers who had walked 
off their jobs at two London piers 
only yesterday to return to work 
on Monday. 

The Stevedores’ Union also took 
a back-to-work vote yesterday. 
But the results were virtually 
meaningless because only about 
500 of the union’s 8000 members 
voted. Of these, 338 voted to go 
back to work, 159 decided to stay 
on strike, and 24 ballots were void. 

The other striking workers are 
members of the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union.

BUNK JOHNSON, JAZZ 


TRUMPET PLAYER, 
BURIED IN LOUISANA 


Musician With Master’s De- 
gree Reportedly Taught 
Louis Armstrong. 


NEW IBERIA, La., July 9 (UP) 
—Willie (Bunk) Johnson, the 
scholar among the great names of 
Dixieland jazz, was buried today 
in a country cemetery among the 
rice fields of southwest Louisiana. 
He was 69 years old. He died in 


his modest home Thursday after 


a stroke of paralysis. 

Louis Armstrong, considered by 
some critics to be the greatest 
jazz trumpet player alive, report- 
edly learned the fundamentals of 
music from Johnson. 

Johnson had a master’s degree 
in music from New Orleans Col- 
lege, now Dillar University, but he 
specialized in “two-beat” music all 
his life. Until 1930, he played with 
circus and carnival and 
in the New Orleans Tenderloin, 
where jazz was born. 

In 1930 he quit because he was 
not making much money and had 
lot most of his teeth. He went to 
work in the rice fields until 1939. 
Then William Russell, interview- 
ing Armstrong for a book, heard 
about yee 

Russell took up a collection and 
bought Johnson a set of false 
teeth. Armstrong and Sidney Be- 
chet, the jazz saxophonist and 
clarinetist, bought him a new 
trumpet and paid his way to New 
York. Johnson and a band of old- 
timers made musical history in 


stroke of paralysis and had to 
come back to New Iberia. 


Although jazz critics thought 


much of his trumpet, Johnson 
never considered himself the musi- 
cal equal of Armstrong.

Most of the thousand-odd visi- 
tors came to Aspen out of curiosi- 
ty or because they thought it was 
the thing to do. 

Why They Came. 

A good many also came to hear 
the Minneapolis Symphony Or- 
chestra and various soloists re- 
produce the music written around 
“Faust” and other works by 
Goethe, but very few came for 
the only reason sufficient to jus- 
tify the time and expense involved 
—to improve their understanding 
of the world’s immediate problems 
by improving their understanding 
of Goethe's universal mind. 

Regardless of why they came, 
however, most people will go away 
from Aspen with a new and 
healthier slant on life as a result 
of the lectures they have heard. 

According to Hutchins, the pur- 
pose of the Goethe celebration is 
to restore to the humanities—the 
studies of human beings and their 
problems — the importance of 
which physical science threatens 
to rob them in this atomic age. 

Some lecturers have found in 
Goethe a great protagonist of de- 
mocracy versus totalitarianism. 
G. A. Borgese, of the University 
of Chicago, rejects this view on 
the ground that Goethe was “a 
humanist, not a democrat.” 

Like Hutchins, however, Bor- 
gese believes that Goethe, the 
premature internationalist, would 
have supported the One World 
movement if he were alive today.

ATLANTA, July 9 (AP) — On 
the evidence of a battered bullet, 
a coroner’s jury recommends that 
ja South Carolina convict be 
charged with murdering Metropol- 
itan Opera tenor John Garris. 

A Fulton (Atlanta) County cor- 
oner’s jury last night ruled the 
bullet was fired from a Belgian 
automatic pistol seized from con- 
vict Grover (Tojo) Pulley. 

The bullet had been removed 
from near the German-born sing- 
er’s heart by an autopsy surgeon. 
It caused Garris’s death in a 
warehouse district alley early 
April 21. 

The jury, after deliberating only 
15 minutes, recommended that 
Pulley be charged with murder 
and brought to Atlanta to stand 
trial. He is in a South Carolina 
penitentiary. 

Grand Jury Matter. 

The next step is up to the So- 
licitor General and the grand 
jury, now in session. Police Lt. 
M. M. Coppenger said if an early 
indictment is returned extradition 
proceedings will be started at 
once.

‘Contradictory’ FBI Report. | 

Dr. Jones termed “contradictory” 
and FBI report that its ballistics 
experts could not be sure the pis- 
tol fired the fatal shot. The re- 
port, released several weeks ago, 
said positive identification was 
not possible because of the bat- 
tered condition of the bullet. 

Dr. Jones also reported the pis- 
tol showed evidence of recent fir- 
ing when taken from Pulley’s car. 
He said he examined the weapon 
the day after the Garris killing 
and was able to blow smoke from 
the barrel. He explained the Bel- 
gian pistol held smoke for a long- 
er period than American pistols. 

Sgt. H. P. Horton, who arrested 
Pulley at Clinton, said powder 
odor indicated the pistol had been 
fired 12 or 14 hours before. 

The jury verdict, returned after 
four hours of testimony, climaxed 
an intensive investigation by At- 
lanta authorities. 

Garris was murdered shortly 
after other members of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company left for 
Memphis following an Atlanta en- 
gagement. He was last seen alive 
about 3:30 a.m. at the train sta- 
tion.
